"League of Nations and Bal- 
ance' of Power" 

TALENT SHOWN 

OeiU Sigma Speakers Showed 
Great Finish of Manner in 
Presenting Arguments 

"An unqualified success" was the 
best way in which the debate held last 
night under the ausplcea.of the Delta 
Sigma Society and the Literary and 
Debating Society could be described. 
The students showed their apprecia- 
tion of the trouble taken by the exe- 
cutives of Uie clubs by turning out to 
the number of two hundred and fifty, 
and long before the hour appointed 
for the contest, the big hall In the Un- 
ion was beginning to fill with spec- 
l^tators. The members of the R.V.C. 
were on hand in large numbers and at 
first seemed to outnumber the men, 
but many more of the latter came In 
juflt as the debate sUrted. 

Prior to the start of the contest, one 
verse of tie college hymn was sung, 
with O, Blackmao at the piano,* after 
which C. H. Adair, president of the 
"Lit," spoke a few well chosen words, 
in the course of which he stated that 
the members of his society were to 
appear in the role of martyrs, as 
they had not suspected in time the 
deep plot laid for their humiliation. 
The speeches of the debaters were to 
be limited to twelve minutes, while 
Ave minutes was allon»red for rebuttal. 

Kllneberg then led off for the affir- 
mative by defining the terms of the 
resolution, drawing an analogy de^ 
tween. tbie league of nations and the 
compositioh of a state. Such a 
league, he said, .would have power not 
in interior problems, but in interna- 
tional ones only. He would take for 
granted from the terms of the resolu- 
tion that the league could be formed. 
He would not argue that it would 
solve all problems, only that it would 
prove to be better than the balance 
of power. The> league would be eap- 
ible of -settling educational and in- 
dustrial problems, while the balance 
of power can deal only with the ques-, 
tion of war and peace. Further, the' 
league could settle difficulties be- 
tween nations, but the balance . of 
power can only make tfcmn keep the 
peace. ' '

DENTAL SOCIETY MET 
DR. D. P. MOWRY SPOKE 

Interesting Paper Was Read by 
a Late Graduate. 

At the regular meeting of the Mc- 
Oill Dental ■ Undergraduates' Societjr 
Dr. D. P. Mowry, ^a recent McOiU 
graduate, gave an interesting paper, 
his topic being "Pyorrhea Alveolaris," 
or what has recently come to be 
known as "Peri^ntoclasia." 

The speaker bad been doing exten- 
sive post-graduate work on the sub- 
ject, and had, therefore, .many points 
of importance to tell his audience. 

Dr. Mowry explained that evidence 
had been gathered, after extensive 
research, to show ihat this malady is 
one wh'Icb dates back to the earliest 
times. i •' 

The speaker then treated at some 
length of thoyvarious causes and 
showed that chief among these was 
the condition of malocclusion of the 
teeth. 

The methods qf treatment as ad- 
vanced by theJeadIng authorities was 
then discussed, -

Grier, wbp tallowed tor the aftir 
inative, stated that there wonld have 
been no great war in Bhirôpa luÀ there 
been a league of European nations. 
SHie balance of power caused antag- 
pnistn between nations, whi«h result- 
^ in offensive and defensive alllaneea 
||>f an entangling mature. Tboagh it 
may have been more or leea effeotlve 
in the paat, it should be regarded 
, merely as a ïtep in the directloo of 
^l^ometbing higher and better. The 
previotis apeaker had eald ttist It was 
Qeceasary to come to Mtfh'r it S^ 
tteared to Grier that the raoe had bo«a 
ioo \Qae upon, the ground, IQîs a baby 
IrractiBl&g its tirat ateps.

it to get up and "get go- 
ing." Those wbo support the bal- 
ance of power system failed to re- 
alise that the world is eseatially one. 
Orler pointed to the fact that but for 
national distrust aroused by this sys- 
tem the Channel Tunnel would long 
ago have been an actuality. It was 
due to the pernicious influence exer- 
cised by it that Eun^e bad been eon- 
verted into an armed camp. As a 
matter of fact, the "balance of pow- 
er" was no balance at all, for one 
group or the other waa sure to wish 
to have the preoonderance. Tlie pro- 
posed league promised economic ad- 
vantages which no previous method 
ot arrangement cottld even hint at 

Mlaa Monk, the second speaker tor 
the Delta Sigma, began by announc- 
ing that the league ot naUoas Is not 
an actuality and that no one has been 
able to prove that It would be work- 
able. Moreover, it is not the nature 
ot man to remain in a atate of peace 
for any length of time. What pen- 
alty will this league provide to be im- 
posed upon disturbers of the world 
peace? Mias Monk outlineB the four 
means possible— economic, boycott, 
money payment, physical puniatuneat 
and phyidcal form'. Hie firat ot tbeae 
is impracticable, as it might injure all 
naUons alike. The fine system will 
tall to the ground in the caee where 
a nation which wins a war ia the gain- 
er by more than the fine impoaed. As 
for the third method, how is it pos- 
sible to flog or behead a' whole na- 
tion? Physical force alone remains, 
but where is it to be vested? Either 
the amies ot the ditfereot nations 
radst be ooounandeered, or elie aa In- 
ternational amy most Se fonaed. No 
nation wouM be found willing to give 
up her amy, while an International 
amy waa a chimera. Will Germany, 
nnenuhed, as she yet is, be willing to 
enter this league? No oomMnatlon 
within the league could provide suf- 
fioient guarantee against her ag«ree- 
stoo. Relative' disarmament would 
reault in the ose by sattooa of their 
peace Impteatente, audi «e 'àeroplaaas 
while aotual dlsamament would nul 
llfy attempts at enforcement of the 



league laws. Economic struggles 
will increase after the war, there will 
alwaya be dissension in any league, 
and the balance of power syatem 
would be found to be the lesser ot 
two evils. 

In summing up, Miss Monk said that 
the balaaee ot power was a known 
system, and aupported by veteran 
statesmen, such aa Clemenceau; the 
league of nations was an experiment, 
and this was no time for experiments. 

Kllaeberg, ia rebuttal, pointed out 
that a definite platfora had beea laid 
down by those who favored the league. 
The majority of the world's educated 
population woulS rule. Just as In the 
United Statea the southern sUtes 
gave up their rights in detereace to 
the wishes ot the majority of the na- 
tion. Wilson now gets assurances 
of support from all nations of Eu- 
rope. All agree that the balance of 
power baa tSlled, Clemenceau may 
favor the balance ot power, but he 
did not represent French opinion, by 
any means, 

A delightful musical programme 
was then rendered by studenu of the 
Conservatorium ot Music, Misa Ough- 
tred at the pisno, and Miss Duncan 
and Miss Peoa, vlollnlsU, and thanks 
are due Miss I.ichtensteln for provid- 
ing this enjoyable part of the even- 
ing's entertainment. 

The decision of the Judges was 
awaited with the keenest of anxiety, 
as no one was bold enough to aug- 
geot who waa the winner, although 
a buss ot oonversat^n arose. Miss 
Hurlbatt, in aaaounciag the reault, 
stated that the debate, in her Judg- 
ment, was the best heard in this hall 
(applauae). The award was made 
upon a basis ot forty per cent for 
the delivery, and elxty tor the argu- 
tnents. Miss Hurlbatt went on to 
speak ot the finished dkstion ot the 
Delta Sigma Soeiety repreaentatlves, 
the first spesksr baring showed her 
accustoned magnetlam. The opin- 
ion ot the Judgea waa that the 
Hteakers tor the Literary and Debat- 
ing Society had spent rather too 
much time in definition of the tems 
ot the resolution, while their oppoa- 
enta. although their speeehea had 
proved most entertaining at times, had 
not, perhaps, devoted sufficient at- 
tention to meeting the arguments put 
forth acaioat them.

Interesting Talk on Social Ser- 
vice Given to 
Stadeata 



A meeUng of the Y.W.C.A, waa 
held yesterday afternoon at the R,V.C., 
when Mr. Falk, director ot the School 
of Social Service of .VIcGill, addressed 
the students on the subject of So- 
cial Service aa a. Profesaion» and the 
wide field which' it opens to sraduates. 
The speaker quoted Abram Plexner to 
piovc that social work la as truly:.* 
profession aa madictae or law. < Tlie 
worker reqidres not only intellect but 
also individual responsibility, tact and 
sympathy. A certain amount of 
training is necessary, for the work- 
er is not so much' an origiaal ageat 
as a director who brings together the 
other professors, as the doctor and 
teacher, when' they are needed. He 
is the masterhaUd at the keybcard. 

There will be practically no chance 
for the development of the profession 
as long aa it remains in the hands of 
volunteer or underpaid workers. WÀ 
fail to realise how difficult a prob- 
lem poverty ia and for tltls reaaon 
c;'iticize a person who accepts pay 
tor his services in trying to deal with 
it. Mr. Falk mentioned an incideat 
to Illustrate thlf. Ten years ago at 
a meeting of a board of directors 
dealing with social problems. the paid 
executor was not pemttted to attend 
although she waa much better ia- 
formed on the natters tr. I e dealt with 
than ihose present. Happily, this 
attitude Is dying out. 

In speaking ot the hypocrisy of so- 
cial work, the speaker quoted Rabbi 
Wiser when addressing a delegation 
ot social service «worker» in Ciactn- 
nati: "It you use the money *{0f the 
Titb to hide the evidence ot maladjust- 
ment you are cursed, not blest." The 
worker must not amooth over the 
causes of dlatresa by simply doling 
out tbe immédiate aeeessltiea of life 
In these days of reconstruction ud 
the attendant ooatlicts betweea labor, 
and capital the tattueaee ot the so* 
oial wvriier- la felt "Business is 
buataeea" ia too often the cry, and im' 
micranta are brought out here for the 
co unti i'a good and little or no heed 
la paid to the welfhre ot the Individ 
ual. They are simply human ma 
chines in too many cases. Here 'tSie 
aocial eervloe prafeasor steps in aad 
procoeda to show that diarity la part 
ot business. * 

In coBcluslon, .Mr. Falk mentioned 
various branches ot the^ service, such 
aa community work, t£e charity or< 
ganlsatlon, child probation work and 
various other phaaes ,<9Pii^. to grad' 
uates and expressed a bope 'that some 
would tted in this worfc^ n means of 
expreaslng their religiqa I9 terns ot 
service. Training may make an ef- 
ficient worker, but the eoM^tlal char- 
■eteriatie Is tbe'qnalttytottknmaa na-

Althsegh such novela by 
Blasoo Ibanez as "Sonaica" a.Tid "The 
Cathedral" have been In Ehiglish for 
more than a f^w yeari^, up to a short 
time ago interest In this leading' l^n- 
Ish novelist has been confined chiefly 
to the colleges, wh^e his ' striking 
tale, "La Baracca" (*The Cabin") has 
long been available In a student's edi- 
tion, with the formidable introduc- 
tion, notes and vocabulary that so 
often frighten the young scholar 
away from an otherwise pteaaant and 
profitable book.- 

Populàr ' Interest in the noted writ- 
er has lately Increased in this coun- 
try, for several reasons. In the flrat 
place, a translation of "The Cabin" 
appeared at a time when the novelist 
was making himself conspicuous as 
one of the few prominent Spaniards 
openly espousing the cause of th« Al- 
lies. The ranks of the latter in 
Spain have been swelled of late, ow- 
ing not a little to the activities of 
Blasco I Ibaaes himself. Indeed, so 
active has he been that his later 
novels have perhaps been Injured, as 
works of art, by this very Insistence 
in the most commendable cause. 

Consider, for eaampie, his Isiteet 
work, "Mare Nostrum." It' is a su- 
perb picture of the Mediterranean Sea 
and all that it means to certain peo- 
ples of Spain; it coataias sodh^ pas- 
sages of such grandett^that one critic 
has been moved to call It a new Odys- 
sey; and in so far as that tiatterins 
praise refers to the tremendous sweep 
of the pages, in which "our sea" is 
depicted, It. la well earned. But the 
Omnan spy vUlataess la far (ram. a 
dreSt aad the hero's wife is evea more 
distant from the ancient Penelope. 



Yet the book coataias such aUrriat; 
denuaciaUon of the snbquulneo— a'de- 
BunclatloB that the author's country- 
men have since had very good reason 
to appreciate more fully— that it has 
undoubtedly had excellent effect' up- 
on Spaniards In inclining them to- 
ward greater Interest In the Allies' 
purposes. 

There is a strong airain of the pro- 
pagandist in Blasco Ibanes, yet this 
has not prevented him tr^m writing 
w<H;k.s that have enricned his coun- 
try's- literature. His "The Cathedral" 
attacks the power of a great church; 
his "La Bodega" is an assault upon 
the drink evil and might well ■ be 
translated Into English at this time 
so as to be present, so to epeak, at 
the final downfall of the great en- 
emy. His "The Cabin" is as re- 
markable for ite impersonal attitude 
toward the vexed land question of 
which It trente, as It Is tor the irtieer 
potency of the human story It Infolds. 

Indeed, "The Cabin" is perhaps (he 
beat of the stories by Blasco Ibanez 
that hae yet appeared In English. It 
beloaga to the so-called reglmal 
novel style, In which the background 
plays quite as important a part as in 
the novels of Hardy or Phillpotts. 
When the author goes back to bis na- 
Uve Valencia he is on firm ground; 
he has a purpose, of course, hut that 
putpooe la conveyed arttetlcally and 
In scenes of fascinating power. In 
such novels as this and "Canas y 
Barro" ("Reeds and Mud"), which 
some European critics regard as his 
masterwork, the most enduring of the 
writer's glfte are revealed; a keen 
feeling tor atmosphere, a talent for 
depicting masculine figures (Blasco 
Ibaaes is not so certoln of himself in 
creaUag -women), aa eye tor color, a 
leasing toward the methods of Zola, 
without the insistence of the latter 
upon the gruesome and the repellant 



tar Hs own sake, a deep, humane la- 
atlnot. 

In no superficial sense Is Blasco 
Ibanez, the writer, merely an aspeet 
ef the man behind the peq. Like so 
many of the Intellectual Spaniards, 
he is versatile. At tbe age of 18 we 
find him imprisoned for a sonnet 
against the authorities (a not Infre- 
quent case in tlie history of the Span- 
ish republics on this side of the wat- 
er, too); he later flees to Paris, thl>n 
to Italy, for he is not content with 
confining his rebellious siiirit to 
rhymes and assonances; his republi- 
canism seeks -an outlet on the publie 
rostrum; Indeed, he becomes the vtr» 
tual leader of the republican party for 
almost IQ years. Not until 1910 did 
he return to literature for good; here, 
despite his manifold gifts In other di- 
rections, he finds his proper place. 

The writer's activities in the field 
of literature, however, are not lim- 
ited to original work; hç Is a propa- 
gandist here as In other fields, intro- 
ducing to bis countrymen by means of 
his translations such varied works as 
Michelefs "History of tife French Re- 
volution," the "Thousand and One 
Nights," books on universal geogra- 
phy, and so forth. Add to this a 
'"History of the F.uropean War" 
which Is, from latest reporte, In Us 
sixth volume, and it may readily be 
seen that there is at least one active 
Spaniard who belies in no imcertain 
manner the accusation of laziness and 
procrastination that Is embodied la 
the Ojtt-quoted word— manana.
